Tue Bulletin sums up the New 
York and Ohio campaign as 
follows: 

TLe two most important State 
elections this year will occur a few 
days heuce in Ohio and New York. 
These elections, because of the 
nearness of the Presidential elec- 
tion, have mach more than a local 
importance. In both of these great 
States questions of national policy 
are uppermost. 
that the Republicans have adopted 
an aggressive policy. In Ohio they 
are confident of victory. The 
author of the présent Tariff law, 
McKinley, leads the canvas for the 
Republicans. Ohio will stand by 
the champion of her industries. 
Ina national canvas tbat State is 
always sure to support the Repub- 
lican ticket by a rousing majority. 
Occasionally in an off year the 
Democrats have some show, as 
they did two years ago when they 
elected Campbell Governor. This 
year they will probably defeat 
him bya majority twice as large 
as the one by which he was elected. 

Great interest centers ou the 
election in New York. Ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland is probably more 
interested in that election than any 
other man in the couutry. If New 
York should elect a Republican 
Governor this fall it would greatly 
strengthen the opinion that 
the State would cast a ma- 
jority for the next Republican 
candidate for President. There 
bas been some important changes 
in the political situation in New 
York within the last few weeks. 
The nomination of Flower on the 
Democratic ticket for Governor 
was brought about chiefly througa 
the influence of Tammany. Her- 
man QOeclrichs, one of the more 
prominent members of the Nation- 
al Democratic Committee for the 
State of New York, has resigned, 
giving as a reason that the Demo- 
cratic party at toe recent State 
convention vertually declared “that 
Tammany Hall isthe only Demo- 
cratic party in the city and county 
of New York; that voters can prove 
their Democracy only by accept- 
ing its methods, voting for its can- 
didates ani being willing to be 
represented by its delegates in the 
party councils.

Westerns Nevada Te Be the Home 
of the Miich Cow. 

The Nevada C and Com- 
mercial Company incfrporated yes- 
‘terday for the purpose of manufactar- 
ing and dealing in butter, cheese and 
condensed milk; to build, purchase, 
sequire lands, buildings, factories, 
fete., for storage and sale of produets; 
ito deal in farming implements, live 
stock and merchandise of all kinds. 
The trustees are Julius Kanpisch, 
Frans Kanpisch, Hon. Evan Williams, 
T. R. Hofer, Governor R. K. Colcord, 
Jake Klein and James R. Judge. The 
capital stock is $100,000, divided into 
the same number of shares at $l each. 

Mr. Williams went below last night. 
He told a Gazetre reporter that it 
was the purpose of his company to 
establish large plants in Mason Val- 
ley, on the Vale or Bennett place in 
Charchill county, and on the Truckee 
Meadows. He said that they proposed 
to spend $30,000 in a plant in this 
county. If the company carry out 
their intentions it will make a market 
for all the milk that 5,000 cows can 
produce, in this valley, and a market 
forthe hay. The hay, if fed to cows, 
will bring about $8 per ton.

Mineralogist Day is under the 
impression that, for the first time in 
scientific history, a mine of meteorites 
has been struclkx. 

It is not surprising, says the Wash- 
ineton Star. that the finder should sup- 


pose he had lighted upon surface indi- | 


cations of nickel, after a rude assay, in- 
asmuch as these projectiles from the 
heavens, though consisting mostly of 
iron, contain usually a large percentage 
of the substance so commonly used as a 
metatiic veneer. The handful in ques- 
tion are about sixty-five per cent. iron, 
thicty per cent. nickel and the rest 
cobalt, which last is a metal somewhat 
resembling nickel. The proportion of 
nickel is uncommonly large for me- 
teorites. 

Dr. Day believes that the Ofegon man 
must have come upon a gully, into 
which, ander very extraordinary con- 
ditions. «a great number of meteorites 
had be -n drifted by the action of water 
from a vastexpanse of hillside where 
they had fallen. 
similarly piled up. There is no diffi- 
eulty in determining the fact that the 
specimens discussed are meteorites, in- 
asmuach as such bodies are nearly al- 
ways composed of just about the same 
materials in definite proportions, 
though why no one has ever been able 
to explain. 

Meteors are very curious things. The 
ordinary ones, called “shooting” or 
‘falling stars,” mostly are consumed be- 
fore they reach the earth. They take 
fire in passing through the atmosphere 
by friction with the air. On any fine 
night one may see an average of eight 
or ten of them in an hour, while a 
practiced observer will catch sight of 
twice that number. At intervals the 
earth passes through great meteor 
trains on its passage through space in 
the tremendous journey the solar sys- 
tem is making toward the constellation 
Ilereules, in the north, and on such oc- 
easions the display of celestial fire- 
works is amazing. As many as ten 
thousand meteors have been observed 
within two hours. 

But the most interesting meteors are 
the big ones, naturally. One such is an 
event. It traverses the sky in a flame. 
usually explodes with adetonation, and 
finally buries itself in the ground. 
Sometimes it explodes before reaching 
the earth. The gigantic meteor known 
historically L’Aigle, burst over 
France in 1803 and scattered its material 
orer seven miles square. The average

For ex- 
ample, on the evening of December 2, 
1876, people in Kansas saw a bright 
bali of fire 2t about nime o'clock rush- 
inv in the westera sky near where the 
moon was setting. It grew in brilliancy 
as it rose. drawing everybody out of 
doors. Suddenly it passed overhead, 
dropring into the southeast and tak- 
ing «tout two minutes for its passage. 

It was seen to pass by the inhabit- 
ants of Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri, Wis- 
corsin, Illinois, Michigan, Kentucky, 
Inciena, Ohio, Pennsylvania and West 
Virvinia.

Theabom- 
inable coloring } ractice even admits of the 
use of foreign substances, and the English 
government, which looks closer into the gen- 
ulneness of its s*aples than ours, bas in some 
of the allered “f est” of teas found redried 
leaves, straw, fragments of matting, rice- 
husks, and willow leaves. In fact, it is openly 
stated by an English authority that hundreds 
of thousands of pounds of tloe, ash, and wil- 
low leaves are annually imported as tea, 
which without the cul: i: process would be 
impossible.

healthiuluess of the Prussian blue, plum- 
bago, gypsum, end the other mineral colors 
that are em ployed. 

Slack Teas. 


The basket and pan-fired Japan teas, as well 
as the Chine teas that may be included under 
the gevera! hencive ol“ Dlack teas,” get their 
color from the firl. g or toasting process, but 
mineral coloring tatter is also frequently 
used to give a certal: desired commercia? 
appearance. The fring and the coloring, as 
in the green teas, laryely conceals the iden- 
tity of the tea. and ;ermits the use of the 
very cheapest teas, to argue nothing for the 
deteriorating effect of excessive firing, which 
must be resorted to when a very cheap prod. 
uct is used and an extreme color desired.
